2, && the beginning ef 1948 an independent Infantry Battalion of 16 Division 
based at Stip and bearing the post office number igSio A.B. was transferrad 
to Bistrica to reinforce the ENCJ., Thig battelion oonsiated of three 
infantry companies and one mechanised nnfentry company carrying three heery 
mortars, The strength of each company wes 56 mon. 


’. The commander of the bettalion wag a aaptain, and there was alas a political 
acm ssar., 
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The mechanized compeny has three platoons, io@o, One platoon of artillery, 
& machine gun platoon with three Breda machine guna, and a mortar platoon 
with three Russian mortars with a range of three kilometers, All the 
above platoons are commanded by sergeants. The commander of the nechani zed 
company is a lieutenant of artillery, 


The battalion has a radio communications platoon under the commend of a 
warrant officer, 


The strength of the battalion ig between 250 and 300 men. The company 
commanders are lieutenants; they are assisted by warrant officers. 


The squad leaders in the platoons carry automatic weapons. The rest of 
the men carry Soviet rifles, Each platoon aiso has a light machine gun. 


When the men of the above battalion returned from manouvers they were dis-= 
armed, and the weapons were stored. The non-commissioned duty officer 
kept the keys of the storehouse, 


52 Artillery Regiment of 16 Division

The 52 Artillery Regiment of 16 Division was created at the end of December 
1947 out of the Artillery Brigede of 16 Division at Stip. The brigade wag 
disbanded, Most of the men in the new regiment were new recruits who 
arrived at that time from Slovenia and Croatia. 


The temporary commander of 52 Artillery Regiment is a captain, The political 
commissar is Captain Sastic. The strength of the regiment is about 400 Mon. 


The regiment consists of three artillery units composed of threc vatterles 
each, Each battery has four cannon, |. 


The cannon of 1 and 2 Units are horse-drawn, but 5 Unit is mechanized. 
The horse-drawn cannon are Soviet 76 mas of unknown type, with a divided 
trail, They are drawn by six horses. The wheels have solid rubber tires, 


Six men serve each cannon, 


The regiment does not have proper caissons for tho above cannon. The shells 
are transported on trucks. 


The commanding officer of 2 Battery is Lieutenant Vozidar Suboviec: the 
political commissar ia Lieutenant Liuptohik, 


The headquarters unit has five or &ix telephone operators, one radio operator, 
and two observers. Tho strength of all artillery batteries of the regiment 
varies between 40 and 50 men. 

Training 


The KNOJ officers’ school operating in the city of Bjelovar was transferred 
to Mostar at the end of february 1948, 


The course of training in the various KNOJ schools is three months for 
corporals and ten months for sergeants, They are taught tactics, communi- 
cations, mine-laying, topography, and such academic subjects ag &eography, 
chemistry (for chemical warfare), criminology and security service in cities 
and villages, In all there ara 18 subjects including political studies, 
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
